“One by one” was Hitler's “sim- 
ple and grisly plan,’ whitch had 
served so well against the coun- 
tries of Europe. He was now at- 
flacking Russia to pave the way 
for an assault on Britain; then he 
would settle accounts with the 

* people of the United States. 

For the first time, asserted Mr. 
Churchill, in reference to the at- 
tack on Russia, Nazi blood was 
flowing in a fearful flood, Per- 
ups a million and a half, perhaps 
two million of the Nazi cannon 
fodder had bitten the dust of the 
endless plains of Russia.

Infuriated by their fail- 
ure to enlist Belgian 
volunteers in the war 
against Russia, the Ger- 
mans have resorted to 
mass arrests in Belgium, 
says the Moscow radio. 


List of all men of military age 
in Mons and other towns were 
drawn up and houses searched, 
and the men were arrested under 
different pretexts. In some cases, 
the Germans smuggled anti-Nazi 
literature into the houses as a 
pretext for arrest. 

Many of the arrested men 
were dragged from their beds, 
placed on lorries and driven off 
to concentration camps. 

For seyeral days the Germans 
used threats and physical vio- 
lence, but even so only 14 “volun- 
teers” enlisted. Supplied with 
uniforms and equipment, they 
were sent to Mons to be trans- 
ported to Germany and thence to 
the Eastern Front.

Acted Quickly

Many of the home- 
defence men voluntecred for over- 
seas duty with the regulars, he 
added, and the Canadian govern- 
ment had no difficulty in getting | 


all the men needed abroad by 
voluntary enlistment. 

Another report circujated in 
the United States is that the Bri- 
tish have to pay cash for military 
supplies that they purchase from 
Canada, he said, adding that this 
was not true.

‘‘Many _ practicable 


arrangements to fulfil that purpose have 
‘been and are being organised and ‘set in 


motion,” he declared. 
Paying tribute to 


President Roosevelt's 


foresight and wisdom, Mr. Churchill said that 
the President knew why Germany had not yet 
declared war on the United States, though he: 
had murdered half a dozen countries for less 
than what the United States had done. 


"One by one” was Hitler's “sim- 
ple and.grisly plan,” which had 
served so well agginst the coun- 
tries of Europe. He was now at- 
tacking Russia to pave the way 
for an assault on Britain; then he 
would settle accounts with the 
people of the United States. 

For the first time, asserted Mr. 
Churchill, in reference to the at-~ 
tack on Russia, Nazi blood was 
flowing in a fearful flood,  Per- 
haps a million and a half, perhaps 
two million of the Nazi cannon 
fodder had bitten the dust of the 
endless plains of Russia.

Telling the people of the sub- 
jected countries “that help was 
coming, the Prime Minister urged 
them to “keep your souls clean 
from contact with the Nazis— 
make them feel that they are mor- 
al outeasts.”

forts on the western side of the 
perimeter. 

It has not, however, been the 
object of the British patrols to 
capture ground outside the peri- 
meter.

successful in gaining information 
regarding the enemy's dispositions 
and hastily erected fortifications.

“One by ono” was Hitler's “sim- 
ple and grisly plan," which had 
served so well against the coun- 
tries of Europe, He was now at- 
tacking Russia to pave the way 
for an assault on Britain: then he 
would settle accounts with the 
people of the United States, 

For the first time, asserted Mr. 
Churchill, in reference to the at- 
tack on Russia, Nazi blood was 
flowing in a fearful flood. Per- 
haps a million and a half, perhaps 
two million of the Nazi cannon 
fodder had bitten the dust of the 
@ndless plains of Russia.

_ Reference To Japan 
Japan, also, was referred to by 
Mr. ,Churehill. He declared that, 
for five long years, the Japanese 
military faction, seeking to emu- 
late the style of Hitler and Mus- 
solini, had been wandering abour 
the huge land of China in futile 
effort. 

By their movements, the 
Japanese were menacing Thailand, 
Singapore—the British link with 
Australia—and the Philippine 
Islands, “It. is certain that this 
has. got to stop.”.

armaments,

Telling the people of the sub- 
jected countries that help was 
coming, the Prime Minister urged 
them to “keep your souls clean 
from contact with the Nazis— 
make them feel that they are mor- 
al outcasts.”

‘Tt has become so dif- 
ficult td get out of 
France that Frenchmen 
who want to go to join 
Free France have to 
make use of the most un- 
expected methods. 


It was disclosed on Saturday that 
the crews of ships recently sent 
from Marseilles to repa‘riate 
Vichy troops included, for exam- 
ple, a large proportion of young 
men who had taken employment 
of various kinds in order to reach 
Syrian territory and rally tu the 
Free French. 

In spite of heroic efforts many !

A month ago, when this cor- 
respondent was at Tobruk, the 
garrison there was  stili on the 
defensive.

All Prisoners italians 


The story of Tobruk’s resistance 
already has assumed its place 
alongside other heroic episodes 
which have distinguished great 
wars of history and helped men 
forget their stupidity, brutality 
and waste. This resistance has 
been made possible partly by in- 
domitable spirit and partly by the 
skilful utflisation of the defensive 
weapons available. 

The point of departure for the 
present British sorties and offen- 
sive patrols as well as the corner- 
stone of the sixteen-week defence 
of Tobruk is a line of Italian 
forts in the shape of a great forty- 
mile long arc known as the peri- 
meter. Recent British operations 
have succeeded in wiping out the 
salient the Germans made in ear- 
lier attacks, in which they oc- 
cupied a small number of these 
forts on the western side of the 
perimeter. 

it has not, however, been the 
object of the British patrols to 
capture ground outside the peri- 
meter. A few square miles more 
of territory in the desert could 
serve No useful purpose and 
would be difficult to defend. 

The patrols have been most 
successful in gaining information 
regarding the enemy's dispositions 
and hastily erected fortifications. 
The captured prisoners are all 
Italians. This fact alone is in- 
teresting, since it is taken as an 
indication that in the Tobruk 
sector. at least, all German troops 
have been withdrawn. The British
